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DaNBonrvE REGARDING THE COORDINATION OF INTELLIGENCE AORIVITTES 


In order ‘to provide for the development and soordination of intel Ligense 
activities related to the national security: | ‘ 

1, A National Intelligence Authority composed of the Bporotaries of State, 
War and the Nevy, end 8 representative of the Joint “niers of Steff, is hereby 
esteblished end cher ged with responaLoility for such over-al} intelligence plan+ 
ning end developnient, and such inspection and ooordination of all Federal intel« 
ligence activities, as to assure the most effective aocomplishnent of the intel~ 
ligence mig sion related to the netional asourity. | : 

2. To sssist it in thet task the National Intel 1igence "authority shell os- 
tablish a Central Intelligence Agenoy headed by a Direotor who shall be sppointed 
er removed by the Prosident on the recommendation of the National Inte} ligence 
Authority. The Director of the Central Intelligence Agenoy shell be responsible 
to the National Intelligence Authority and shall sit as a non-voting member therof. 

3. The Director of the Central Intellicence Agency shall be advised by an 
Intelligence Advisory Boera consisting of the heads of the principsl military end 
civilian intelligence ‘agencies having functions, related to ihe netionsal seourity, 
as determined by the National Intelligence Authority. : 

, *. The first duty of the National Intelligence Authortty, assisted by the 
Direotor of the Central Intel Ligenoe 4gency and the Intell gence Advisory Board, 
shall be to prepare end submit to the. President for hia epprovel a basio organ- 
izationel Pian. for implementing thia directive in eooordence, with the concept 
wet forth in the following peragrepha. This phen should inolude drafts of alt 
negessary legislation, : | 

5, Subjeot to the direation and control of the Hattonad Intelligende Auth 
ority, the Central intelligence Agenoy: shall: 

(a) Acesomplish the synthesis and evalustion of deyprtacatal intel~ 
ligenoe relating to the neti onal security end : ‘other inform tion 
| collected by i¢ and the - appropriate dissemination within the govern- 
ment of the resulting strategic end national policy intelligence. 
(b) Plan for the coordination of the sotivities of all intelligence agen~ 


oles of the. government having functions related to the national security 
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and recommend to the National Intelligence 4uthority the 
establishment of such over#all policies and objectives as 
will assure the most effective accomplishment of the nation- 
al intelligence missions 

(a) Farfora, for the benefit of departmental intelligence agencies, 
‘guch gervices of gomsnon gonocern as the National Intelligence 
Authority determines oan be more efficiently aocompliehed by 
& common egenoy, inoluding the direct se cuales of intelli-~ 
Zeno. 

(a) Perform such other functions end duties related to intelli-~ 
gence ag the President and the Nationel Intelligence Author- 
ity may from time to tine direot. 

6. ‘the Sentral VERE? Agenoy shall have no ee or lew en- 
fevcmum funotlons. 

7, Subject to coordination by the National Intelligence Authority, the 
existing intelligence agencies of the govaraen? shall continue to collect, 
evaluate, synthenize, and ‘disseminate ‘departmental operating intelligence, 
herein defined ag that intelligence required by the several departments and 
independent agenoles for the performance of their proper funotions. Such dew 
partmental ‘operating intelligence es designated by the Wattonel Intelligence 
Authority shall be freely available to the Central Intelligence Agenoy for 
synthesis. As approved by the National Intelligence Authority, she operations 
of the departmental intelligence agengies shell be open to Anapeotion by the 
Centrel Intelligence 4gancy in connection with its plenning functions. In the 
interpretation of this paragraph, the National Intelligence Author ity and the 
Central Intelligence Agency will be responsible for fully: protecting intelli~ 
gence sources and methods which, due to their nature, have # direct and highly 
important bearing on military operetions. , 

8, Funda for the National Intelligence Authority shall ve provided by 
the departments participating in the National Intel igenoe Authority in smount 
end proportiona to be agreed upon by the menbers of the Authority. : Within the 
Limits of the funds made available to him, the Director of the Sentral Intelli~ 
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gence Agency may employ necessary personnel and make provision for necessary 
supplies, faoilities end services, With the approval of the National Intelli~ 
gence éuthority, he may oall upon departments and independent agenoles to fur 
nigh such speotalists as may be required for supervisory and funotional posi- 
tions in the Central Intelligence heenoy, inoluding the assignnent of militery 


end navel personnel, 
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
